Our first stop is the island nation of NAURU, a country 
built on bird droppings. Really. For thousands of years, 
migrating sea birds known as frigate birds have dropped 
millions of tons of guano (a fancy word for bird poop) on 
Nauru. It’s not as bad as it sounds. Guano makes preat 
fertilizer, so Naurans sell it to their neighbors. They’ve 
sold so much guano that they're now the richest people in 
the world. The only problem is that in the next five years, 
all the guano will be gone-o, and then Nauruans will have 
to find something else to sell. 

Nauruans take good care of the birds that drop the 
golden poop. Many families keep them as pets. Each fami- 
ly has its own secret way of taming the birds. And keeping 
a secret on Nauru is not easy when you consider how 
small the island is: Each Nauruan knows 90 percent of the 
people in the country. But how many of them know that 
the word Nauruan is a palindrome? That means it reads 
the same backward as it does forward.

The waters 
around Seychelles are so full of fish that you can reach into them 
with your hand and pull out lunch, That could explain why the 
Seychellois eat more fish than almost anyone else in the world.

Maybe when they're there, they practice this tongue- 
twister: “She sells seashells by the seashore in Seychelles.”
